Early morning 
accident takes 
life of teen 

According to information 
received from Bracken Co. 
Coroner John Parker, a single 
vehicle accident claimed the 
life of 19 year old Bracken 
County resident Gregory A. 
Spaulding. Early Saturday 
morning, Oct. 11 th , Spauld¬ 
ing apparently lost control 
of his vehicle on KY 10 just 
west of the intersection of 
Hillsdale Road and struck a 
tree. The 2013 BCHS gradu¬ 
ate was pronounced dead at 
the scene by Coroner John 
Parker. A passenger in the 
vehicle was treated and re¬ 
leased at Meadowview Re¬ 
gional Medical Center. 

The accident is still un¬ 
der investigation by KSP.

From The Bracken Record 
August 9, 1876 

The widow, father and 
mother of Gen. Custer have 
each been granted a pension of 
$50 a month by a unanimous 
vote of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

There will be a quar¬ 
terly meeting held at the new 
church at Fairview, on the 3 rd 
Saturday and Sunday of this 
month, (Aug) by the M. E. 
Church South. And also at the 
New Concord Church, a bas¬ 
ket meeting near the residence 
of the Rev. Geo. Poe and W. 
W. Holton, beginning on the 
Saturday preceding the first 
Sunday in September, 1876. 

There was a basket meet¬ 
ing at Mt. Zion Church last 
Sunday. Revs. Rice, Watson 
and Zimmerman conducted 
the exercises. 

The extreme height of 
misery is a small boy with a 
new pair of boots and no mud 
puddle! 

September 6, 1876

Howdy F oiks! More 
great news to share! Way 
back in March, we received 
permission from the Bracken 
County Fiscal Court to apply 
for a grant to replace three of 
the oldest recycling trailers! 
Our grant application was 
approved by the Division 
of Waste Management and 
the trailers were ordered 
the first of July from the 
Pro-Tainer Company in 
Alexandria, Minnesota. This 
is the same company that 
made the trailers that are 
being replaced. Two weeks 
ago, they were delivered but 
needed a few modifications 
to accommodate our truck 
which Slim Riggs, mechanic 
and fixer-of-all-things for 
the Bracken County Road 
Department, took care of! 
Also, we wanted Bin to be 
well enough to get these new 
trailers to their destination! 
If you have not already seen 
one of these trailers, check 
them out and, if you are not 
an active recycler, now is the 
time to become one! These 
new trailers are much bigger 
and will require fewer trips 
to the Recycling Center, 
saving the County some fuel 
dollars! 

The first trailer was 
stationed behind the 
Brooksville Fire House last 
Thursday morning after 
making its debut at Taylor 
Elementary School’s three 
Pre-School Classes! For the 
past couple of weeks, these 
students have been studying 
about recycling and they were 
the first ones to put recycling 
into these new trailers! On 
Friday, the second trailer was 
taken to the Augusta Depot 
Lot for its weekend stay. 
This Monday morning, it 
will be rotated to Foster near 
Bold Carpet on Route 8, and 
on Wednesday morning, it 
will be moved to its Gertrude 
location. By the time you 
read this, the third new trailer 
will be located at the Augusta 
City Maintenance Building 
at the ball park! Total price 
for each of these trailers 
was $11,000 which included 


the decals and delivery, but 
the grant covered $8,437.50 
of this cost. So these three 
beautiful new recycling 
trailers cost you, the Bracken 
County taxpayer, a total of 
$7,687.50, much less than 
the cost of one! We feel this 
money was well spent and 
we ask that you care for these 
trailers as if they were your 
own, because, they really 
are! 

Another project going 
on right now is dumpsters 
stationed in the county for fall 
clean up. Unfortunately, as 
always, these dumpsters are 
misused and abused! Folks 
are continually putting their 
trash and debris around the 
roll-offs, rather than in them, 
creating a mess that has to 
be cleaned before the Mason 
County Landfill drivers 
can remove the overly full 
dumpsters! This task falls on 
the shoulders of the Bracken 
County Maintenance Barn 
and in case you haven’t 
thought about it, costs you, 
the taxpayer, extra dollars! 
A loader is needed to clean 
around these roll-offs and 
to push down the piled high 
load. This loader must be 
driven from the maintenance 
bam to the dumpster 
location, whether it is in 
Brooksville, Milford, Foster, 
Germantown or Powersville 
and it takes fuel, wear and 
tear on the equipment and 
personnel time to get these 
areas cleaned and ready for 
pickup! With consideration 
and cooperation, these trips 
can be kept to a minimum, 
thus keeping down overall 
taxpayer dollars! 

Again, we want to express 
our appreciation for all the 
prayers and well wishes for 
Bin as he recovers from his 
recent health scare! Life has 
been changed, but definitely 
not taken away, and for that 
we are so very grateful! May 
God bless each of you as you 
continue the noble tasks of 
RECYCLING, REUSING and 
REDUCING to keep His earth 
clean, green and beautiful! Be 
seein’ you - Bin & Bug.

Remember the hitch in Ca- 
wood Ledford call during a Ken¬ 
tucky football game? Following 
a productive play by the home 
team, “... hold the phone!” 

Fits today. Last time Ken¬ 
tucky won five games to open a 
season was 2010 and the Wild¬ 
cats finished 5-7. 

Halfway mark in this sea¬ 
son ... Mark Stoops’ team is one 
play from unbeaten, half-game 
behind Georgia in the SEC East, 
and own more wins than two pre¬ 
vious UK teams combined. 

Big Blue Nation is abuzz 
and, on the EKG graph to gauge 
heart rate before Big Blue Mad¬ 
ness this week, is still reason¬ 
able. 

It follows that some in the 
media herd have (to be noticed) 
gleefully moved-the-chains, ig¬ 
nored ruffians still on schedule, 
even indulged in bowl game 
happy talk.

PUBLICATION OF ORDINANCE NUMBER 14- 003 (As Amended)—-An ordinance enabling law enforcement 
to cite or charge persons trespassing on or damaging the property set aside by Bracken County and The Industrial 
Authority for use as Public Trails. 

The first reading of Ordinance Number 14-003—(As Amended)- An ordinance enabling law enforcement to cite or 
charge persons trespassing on or damaging the property set aside by Bracken County and The Industrial Authority 
for use as Public Trails was passed by vote of the Bracken County Fiscal Court on September 10th, 2014. 

After the first reading the Ordinance was published in the Bracken County News — September 25, 2014. The 
Public Hearing and Second Reading of the Ordinance was had on October 8, 2014. The Ordinance passed by 
unanimous vote if the Fiscal Court. The Ordinance will be in effect upon this publication in the Bracken County 
News. 

The Addendums referred to in the Ordinance may be viewed at the office of The Bracken County Judge Executive 
during regular office hours. 

Full Text of Ordinance is as follows: 

ORDINANCE OF THE FISCAL COURT 
OF BRACKEN COUNTY 
ORDINANCE NUMBER: 14-003 AS AMENDED 

An ordinance enabling law enforcement to cite or charge persons trespassing on or damaging the property set aside by 
Bracken County and The Industrial Authority for use as a Public Trail. 

WHEREAS, the Bracken County Fiscal Court is authorized as the Legislative Body of Bracken County to implement 
certain Ordinances imposing criminal sanctions for acts deemed in violation of the public good; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court has determined that the property described 
in the attached “Addendum A” and “Addendum B” shall be used as a public multi-use non motorized recreational Public 
Trail; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court have been required to enter into “Deed 
Restrictions” relating to the property described in the attached “Addendum A” and “Addendum B“; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court wish to comply with the “Deed Restrictions”, 
to keep the Trail reasonable safe for Public Use and to protect the Trail from deterioration and damage; and 

WHEREAS, the Bracken Fiscal Court has determined that in order to protect and safeguard the property and to protect 
the health, safety and welfare of its citizens the within Ordinance is required. 

NOW THEREFORE, be it ordained by the Fiscal Court of the County of Bracken, Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

SECTION ONE 

The Real Estate described in the Attached “Addendum A” and shown in the attached “Addendum B” shall be set aside 
for use as a public multi-use non motorized recreational Public Trail. Trails shall be constructed on this land in conformity 
with plans established for that particular purpose. The property covered by this Ordinance shall consist of not only the Trails 
themselves but also all property described in the attached “Addendum A” and “Addendum B“. 

SECTION TWO 

It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon any portion of the real estate described in the attached “Addendum A” 
on any type of motorized vehicle or structure or any type of bicycle, unicycle or tricycle unless said person is authorized by 
The Bracken Fiscal Court in it‘s minutes, Bracken Judge- Executive in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority 
at a regular or special meeting and said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this provision would 
be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official capacity and any emergency medical personnel acting 
in their official capacity. 

SECTION THREE 

It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon any portion of the real estate described in the attached “Addendum 
A” at any time that the Trails are closed to public use unless said person is authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it's 
minutes, Bracken Judge- Executive in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special meeting and 
said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this provision would be any and all law enforcement 
officials while acting in their official capacity and any emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity. 

SECTION FOUR 

In addition to or in lieu of any other legal prohibition, it shall be unlawful for any person to damage the ground itself, 
any plants or trees and/or any structures upon the property described in the attached “Addendum A” (plat in “Addendum B”) 
unless such acts are authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it‘s minutes, Bracken Judge- Executive in writing or with 
approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special meeting and said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. 
Also exempt from this provision would be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official capacity and 
any emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity, if such acts were necessary under the circumstances. In 
addition, it shall be required that all horses brought upon the property described in “Addendum A ” shall comply with the 
State law and have up to date Coggins. It shall be unlawful for anyone to walk or ride a horse on these premises without 
proof that each horse has up to date Coggins. 

SECTION FIVE 

The property described in the attached ’’Addendum A” (plat in “Addendum B’) shall be posted in an effort to give Notice 
of the area covered by this Ordinance, however, all persons are placed on Notice that the land around the property described 
in “Addendum A” is either privately owned or owned by The Industrial Authority and may also constitute trespass. 

SECTION SIX 

Any person violating Section Two , Section Three, or Section Four or Section Five of this ordinance, may be issued 
a citation by the Bracken County Sheriff or any other law enforcement officer. Upon conviction, a fine of not less than 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars nor more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars shall be assessed for each occurrence. Upon a 
second offense by any person of any violation and conviction of Section Two , Section Three, or Section Four or Section Fiv e 
there shall be imposed a fine of not less than one hundred ($100.00) dollars nor more than two hundred and fifty ($250.00) 
dollars for each occurrence. Upon a third or subsequent offense by any person of any violation and conviction of Section 
Two , Section Three, or Section Four or Section Five there shall be imposed a fine of not less than of two hundred and fifty 
dollars ($250.00) dollars nor more than one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars for each occurrence and any motorized vehicle in 
possession of said violator shall be forfeited to Bracken County or the State of Kentucky as the Court shall determine. 

In addition to all costs and fines imposed, any person causing any damage upon the real estate described in “Addendum 
A” (“Addendum B” Plat) shall make full restitution for any and all damages. 

SECTION SEVEN 

Definition of Law Enforcement Official. This term shall have its ordinary meaning in this Ordinance, but shall also 
include “Animal Control Officer”, “Official of Fish and Wildlife”, and any Enforcement Officer hired by Bracken County 
to enforce this and other Ordinances. 

SECTION EIGHT 

Should any section or provision of this ordinance be declared invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction for any reason, 
such declaration shall not invalidate, or adversely affect, the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION NINE 

This Ordinance shall be full force and effect from and after its passage, publication and recording, according to law. 

History of Ordinance: Introduced, given first reading and Ordered published this 9th day of July, 2014. Published for 
Hearing and Second Reading on July 24, 2014. 

Given second reading, and passed by the Bracken County Fiscal Court and Ordered recorded this 13th day of August, 
2014. This Ordinance becomes effective upon publication in the Bracken County News on the 21st day of August, 2014. 

Amended at Section Two, Section Four and Section Six. Language added is shown in italic. Section Two is amended 
to add bicycles, unicycles and tricycles to the vehicles prohibited by this Ordinance. Section Four is amended to provided 
that all horses brought upon the premises shall comply with State law and have up to date Coggins. Section Six is amended 
to provide penalty for violations of Section Two and to remove penalty for Section Five. All language excluded has been 
marked through. 

Amended Ordinance (14-003): INTRODUCED, given first reading on September 10,2014 and published public 
hearing and for second reading on this 25th day of September, 2014. Public hearing and passage on October 8, 2014. 
Will be effective when published in the Bracken County News on October 16, 2014.

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2015 Certified 
Roadside Farm 
Market enrollment 
period now open 

The season for roadside 
farm markets is far from over, 
but Kentucky Farm Bureau 
(KFB) wants to help market 
owners get next year’s efforts 
off to a great start. Enrollment 
for the 2015 Certified Road¬ 
side Farm Market program is 
now open. 

During the 2015 season, 
KFB proudly celebrates its 
20th year of offering the Cer¬ 
tified Roadside Farm Market 
program. This initiative was 
established in July 1996 as a 
way to help farmers market 
their fruits and vegetables di¬ 
rectly from roadside markets 
to consumers across the Com¬ 
monwealth. Since then, the 
membership has expanded to 
include farm enterprises like 
greenhouses, landscape nurs¬ 
eries, Christmas tree farms, 
vineyards/wineries and meat/ 
cheese farm markets. 

Markets certified through 
this program are identified by 
the cornucopia logo and listed 
in the KFB Certified Roadside 
Farm Market Directory. The 
program also provides collec¬ 
tive advertising, promotional 
items, education tour oppor¬ 
tunities, and other marketing 
benefits with the intent to in¬ 
crease the net farm income of 
member markets. 

Early enrollment dis¬ 
counts are available. Return¬ 
ing markets that renew their 
membership before Novem¬ 
ber 15 receive the discounted 
rate of $250. Renewal rates 
increase to $325 for markets 
that wait to enroll November 
16 through December 31. 

Roadside markets that are 
new to KFB’s Certified Road¬ 
side Market program can join 
for just $225 during the early 
enrollment session, which 
ends November 15. New mar¬ 
ket members who enroll No¬ 
vember 16 through December 
31 can join for $300. 

All enrollment applica¬ 
tions must be postmarked by 
December 31 to guarantee 
placement in the annual Mem¬ 
bership Directory.
